RTHUR W. WALLEN, mechanical

Dublin, claimed to have revoked 
probate of a will, dated 10th October, 1935, 
f Archibald Crockett Boal, farmer, late of 
. Fri Co. Donegal, and to have the 
will condemned on the three usual statutory 
grounds. : 

The plaintiff is a nephew of the testator, 
and the defendant in the. suit, Archibald 
Crockett Alexander, farmer, Drumbarnett, 
Manorcunningham, Co. Donegal, the executor 
of the will, pleaded that it was duly 
executed ; 
mind, memory and understanding at the time 
and knew and approved of its contents. He 
counter-claimed to have the will established 
in solemn form. 

Mr. J.M. FitzGerald, K.C.; Mr. McGuckin, 
K.C., and Mr. Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
John McCay and Co.) appeared for the plain- 
tiff; and Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., Mr. Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr. R. McGonigal (instructed by 
Messrs. Hugh C. O'Doherty and Son) for the 
defendant. "4 

Mr. Kelly, for the executor, said that 
probate of the will was granted to his client 
on 27th November, 1935. “The testator, who 
was over seventy, died on 14th October, 1935. 
He had four sisters. One of them. Rebecca, 
married a Mr. Wallen in 1896; the others 
remained at Moneymore and died unmarried. 
The plaintiff was a son of the testator’s 
married sister. Of the other sisters, Annie 
died in 1929, Elizabeth in the following year, 
and Margery survived the testator by about 
a month. The testator had been possessed 
of two farms, totalling about 150 acres. The 
sisters who remained at home shared invest- 
ments, which, at the time of Miss Margery’s 
death, were value about £3,000. By a will 
of 1929 the testator had left everything he 
possessed to Elizabeth and Margery. A 
result of Elizabeth's death was that Margery 
became.. entitled absolutely to the money 
invested, ‘

LEFT TO SISTER 


When the testator became ill in October, 
1935, he was looked after by members of the 
Lowry family, who were friends of the 
‘Alexanders, and by members of the 
‘Alexander family until his removal to 
eg His last will was drawn by Mr. 

ohn Tracy, solicitor, who had since died. 
The will provided that testator’s stock, 
crops and chattels should be realised, and 
that, after payment of debts and funeral and 
testamentary expenses, the income of the 

roceeds should be paid to his sister, 
Sleek, and that after her death this money 
and the residue ‘of his estate should be dis- 
tributed. in equal shares between Samuel, 
Joseph, Archibald, Martin and Lizzie Lowry, 
all of Moneymore, and David W. McDonald, 
Derry. 

Miss Margery Boal, by her will, left one- 
third of her property to be divided equally 
between the surviving children of her sister. 
Rebecca Wallen, the residue to go to David 
W. McDonald. : 

Counsel submitted that it was natural that 
the testator, Archibald Crockett Boal, should 
benefit the Lowrys, who were first cousins, 
once removed, and neighbours who had 
on with him all his life, rather than 
Mephews who were not in touch with him, 
and some of whom lived in England. His 
sister, Rebecca, did not appear to have re- 
turned to the farm after es left it in 1896. 
If the testator’s last will was broken, all his 
property would fall into his sister Margery’s 
estate; one third would go to the Wallens 
and the remainder to David W. McDonald, 
and the Lowrys would get nothing. 

Evidence was given in support of the will. 


DOCTOR’S SUGGESTION 


Mr. FitzGerald, for the plaintiff, said that 
the contested will was mails by the testator 
during his last illness, and virtually on his 
death bed. A’ doctor, without authority 
from the relatives, suggested to the old 
gentleman that he in settle his affairs. 
but a few days previously the testator had 
informed a relative that he had already 
done so. The solicitor who drew the will 
did not appear to have brought with him the 
will of 1929, a perfectly proper will. under 
which the testator left his property to his 
then surviving sisters. Apart from his! 
sisters, the natural objects of the testator’s 
bounty would be the children of hig sister, 
Rebecca 


lt would be quite inaccurate, said Mr 
FitzGerald, to suggest that there had not 
been the closest relationship between the 
Wallens and the Boals. After the death of 
Mrs. ‘Rebecca Wallen in 1908, Miss Annie 
Boal had looked after the Wallen boys for 
a long period, and she had frequently 
stayed with the Wallen family in Dublin 
and at the seaside. 

The relationship between the families had 


been of the friendliest kind. Frank Wallen, - 


who was apparently the favourite nephew, 
had stayed on several occasions with the 
Boals before he went to reside in England, 
and they were in constant correspondence 
afterwards. 

Their case was that Mr. Boal was not in 
a position to make a will or transact business 
after he entered hospital in October, 1935. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Monday.

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COSTS IN PROBATE 
SUIT 
IRISH BARONET’S WILL 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


The action concerning the will, dated 18th 
July, 1928, of the late Sir T. H. Grattan 
Esmonde, Bart , was mentioned on a minute 
in reference to the form of the order made 
by the Court on the trial in July last. 

The plaintiff’ in the suit was Lady 
Esmonde, widow of the testator, and the 
defendant was the late Sir Osmond T. 
Grattan Esmonde, Bart., eldest son of the 
testator by his first marriage. After some 
evidence had been given before Mr. Justice 
Hanna and a jury a consent was entered into 
and the will was admitted to probate, and an 
order was made as to costs, 

Mr. FitzGerald. K.C., with whom were 
Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C., 
and Mr. Monks (instructed by Mr. L. G. 
O’Neill), said he spoke as amicus curiae, 
having been counsel for Sir Osmond at the 
trial. Administration had not actually been 
taken out to Sir Osmond, but Mrs. Esmonde, 
wife of Dr. Esmonde, Nenagh, intended to do 
so. One of the terms of the consent was 
that Lady Esmonde should pay Sir Osmond's 
costs as between party and party. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the Court had 
no knowledge of the contents of the consent, 
and the order was made. upon statements 
made in Court. He had made his own order 
as to costs, 

Mr. FitzGerald said that a point had been 
made as to the form on taxation, but he 
did not think anything could be done now in 
the absence of notice of motion. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that his order, 
which was made up in the usual form, was 
that the costs of the plaintiff taxed as execu- 
trix’s costs, and the costs of the defendant, 
when taxed and ascertained, be paid out of 
the assets of the deceased. 

Mr. FitzGerald said that that: would not 
have been consistent with the terms of the 
consent. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that that was not 
his concern. He had given judgment in 
thousands of probate cases where he knew 
nothing of the terms of the consent. 

The Attorney-General, who, with Mr. E. J. 
Kelly, K.C., Mr. McGuckin, K.C., and Mr. 
Marnan (instructed by Messrs. T. F. O’Con- 
nell, Rooney and Co.), appeared for Lady 
Esmonde, said that if the order were to be 
amended in accordance with the suggestions 
put forward by the other side its implica- 
tions for Lady Esmonde would be very grave, 
because it would mean that certain payments 
would be made by her in her personal char- 
acter. It, was of great importance to Lady 
Esmonde that anything done by her in this 
action should be done in her character as 
gxecutrix, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he hoped 
everyone would act reasonably in the matter. 
He said that the order he had in his hands

SUCK DRAINAGE 
BOARD 


CLAIM FOR SALARY 


— 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


The hearing was continued of the action 
in which Frank J. Kelly, The Square, Ros- 
common, seeks a declaration against the 
County Councils of Galway and Roscommon 
that, from March, 1915, he was secretary cf 
the River Suck Drainage Board, and that 
since the business of the Drainage Board 
was transferred to the County Councils of 
Galway and Roscommon he has been, and is, 
secretary to the defendants in respect of the 
business of the Drainage Board. He also 
claims an account of what is due to him. 

Both Councils deny that the plaintiff was 
appointed as secretary of the Board, and say 
that the liabilities, if any, of the Drainage 
Board were not transferred to them under 
the Drainage Act, 1924. They further, deny 
that the plaintiff ES his alleged or 
any duties to the Drainage Board, and say 
that consequently he was not entitled to any 
salary. 

Mr. Leonard, K,C.; Mr. T. Paul McCarthy, 
K.C., and Mr. R. Hogan (instructed by Mr. 
Patk. Neilan), appeared for the. plaintiff; 
the Attorney-General, Mr. Lupton, K.C., and 
Mr. Barra O Briain (instructed by Mr. Denis 
J. Hannon), for the Roscommon County 
Council; and the Attorney-General, Mr. 
Ínpton, K.C., and Mr. 8. Kecley (instructed 
hy Mr. Louis E. O'Dea), for the Galway 
County Council. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that neither Council 
approached Mr. Kelly's claim in any great 
spirit of antipathy so far as Mr. Kelly was 
concerned. In certain respects one had to 
sympathise with Mr. Kelly, who was the 
secretary of a Board that had undoubtediy 
met at one period with great difficulty in 
getting in the rates. 

Counsel referred to the suggestion of the 
Judge at an earlier period of the hearing of 
the case, that a settlement should. be arrived 
at, and said that, so greatly were the Chair- 
men of the two Councils impressed with the 
suggestion of the Judge, that they were pre- 
pared to do a thing that might be considered 
technically illegal, and endeavour to get the 
Minister's sanction, which might be got, for 
the payment to the plaintiff of a substantial 
sum of money, but accommodation’ along 
these lines, after a conference, was not made 
available. 

The Attorney-General said that if Mr. 
Kelly was, so to speak, the “only pebble 
on the beach,” the defendants might even 
stretch their powers a little bit further. But 
he was not. The Counties of Galway and 
Roscommon were adorned with a number of 
drainage boards, and there would, conse- 
quently, be all sorts and manners of claims 
unless they could devise some means of safe- 
guarding themselves. The decision in the 
present case would be one of great import- 
ance, and would be taken as a precedent not 
only in Galway and Roscommon, but else- 
where. 

Quoting the Minister’s order transferring 
the Board to the County Councils, the 
Attorney-General said that it transferred the 
business only, administration being denied to 
them, as the business was to be administered 
by a joint committee composed of members 
of each Council. No donbt, the drainage 
rate could be included and collected in the 
consolidated poor rate by the County Councils, 
but the County Councils had no say in the 
preparation of the estimate for the drainage 
rate, which was done by the joint committee, 
and the Jatter also decided how the rate was 


to be —. 
The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Tuesday.

Society, which was held yesterday in the

TEXT BOOKS 


The subject of provision of necessary legal 
text books, to which previous reference had 
been made, had engaged the continued 
attention of the Council and a Committee 
specially appointed for the purpose.

In direct evi on Wednesday, John 
O'Brien stated that Morgan and he agreed to 
go on a job with Michael Gleeson (a fourth 
youth in the case, who has been granted a 
separate trial), .and that after Michael 
Gleeson had asked Daniel Gleeson to put up 
his hands Michael. Gleeson fired two shots 

When the case opened yesterday John 
O’Brien was cross-examined by Mr. Haugh, 
and said that he was 17 years of age and left 
school two years ago. He said that he first 
learned of the enterprise on the 25th, almost 
a week before. After that he had been 
working for Gleeson, junior, and had been in 
and about the out-offices. 

Mr. Haugh—I put it to you that vou saw 
the preparations of these masks ?—Yes, sir; 
I saw them being cut up on August dist. 

What did you say to Gleeson when you 
saw him cutting up the masks? —I asked him 
what he wanted them for, and he replied 
that he would tell me later. 


* THREATENED” 


Witness said that Gleeson had asked him 
to go to Nenagh to get the battery and bulb 
for the flash-lamp. . Hé had known young 
Gleeson for a long time and was a membér 
of his boxing club. He had boxed with 
Gleeson in practice. He first knew on Tues- 
day night, lst September, that they were to 
raid a post office, and he agreed to go, 
because he was afraid of Gleeson and because 
he was threatened. 

Mr. Hangh—Am I to take it that. what 
you did afterwards vou did unwillingly and 
purely from fear ?— Yes. 

Because you believed you were with a man 
who ~ a shoot should the occasion require 
it ’— Yes. 

Had you the slightest suspicion that there 
was anything unlawful when he asked you 
first to do the “job”’’?—I took it all as a 
oke. 

Partly because it was a joke and partly 
because you were threatened you agreed ’— 
es. 

Witness said that he knew the post office, 
in which two persons, Mr. and Mrs. Culbert, 
lived; as far as he knew. alone. It never 
occurred to him to lie to Gleeson, to tell him 
that he was ill or to tell his father. 

Mr. Haugh—In the interval that elapsed 
between ‘the afternoon and the evening of 
that day it never occurred to you to get 
away ’—If I did get away he might get me 
some other time. 

You first proceeded to Casey's Cross to get 


some more guns ’—That is what Gleeson said. 
You accompanied him ’?—I was threatened. 


TO ROB A SHOP 


What were you prepared to do when you 
got to Ballymackey post office to please 
Gleeson—rob the shop ’—Yes. 

You understand that the visit of you four 
young men with a gun and the masks woald 
terrorise the lady at least ’—Yes. 

In your fear of Gleeson you were prepared 
to do that ’—Yes. , 

Did you believe that this man, who might 
fire on you, might fire on the person at the 
post office if he refused to hand out the 
money ?— Yes. 

Did you believe there would be any blood- 
shed 7—I did not. 

Gleeson was,-in your opinion, a man who 
would fire on any person if he thought it 
necessary ’—Y es. 

You were prepared to go the whole way 
and do whatever he asked ’—Yes, because he 
had me threatened. 

Witness admitted that he told Gleeson 
every farmer had a gun and that Danie) 
Gleeson had one. It was then Gleeson suggested 
that they should go to the dead man’s house 
to get the gun. 

I put it to you that the four of you stopped 
at Glen house for the gun, so that you 
all might feel properly armed ’—No, sir. 

At this stage Gleeson had a gun and the 
others had the slasher and the axe. You had 
no weapon ’—No, si”. 

You were prepared to rob this post office 
and do it without a weapon of any sort ?— 
Yes. 

Cross-examined about their approach to 
Danie! Gleeson's house, O'Brien said that he 
and Michael Gleeson, junior, were going 
round the house, and were passing the back 
window when they heard Daniel Gleeson 
speaking inside. When Daniel Gleeson put 
his head out witness said that at his com- 
panion’s order he flashed the light on the old 
man, 


“ SHOOT ME DEAD” 


Mr. Haugh—Did you believe that if you 
did not flash the light he'd shoot you ’—Shoot 
me dead. 

Witness said that he knew that if anyone 
came to the door Mic Gleeson, junior, 
would shoot. He tried to bring him away 
from the house, as the matter was becoming 
serious, but Michael Gleeson, junior, told him 
he had not the '“ guts of a mouse.” He was 
not prepared at that stage to attack Michael 
Gleeson, junior. because he feared him. He 
asked him not to shoot any of the Gleesons. 
(“ Betts") and Gleeson, junior, answered, 
““ Arrah, never mind.” 

Witness denied that he, Morgan and 
Molamphy had consulted one another as to 
what a how much they would tell the 
Gardai. He told the Gardai an untrue storv 
to the effect that Gleeson had asked him to 
go rabbit-shooting. Gleeson, junior, at the 
time had threatened him, and witness thought 
that the best story to tell. It was his own 
invention, 

In reply to his counsel (Mr. V. Rice), 
witness said that in Nenagh barracks Michael 
Gleeson, junior, told him not to open his 
mouth. Gleeson threatened that if he did 
not gt witness ** he had fellows outside that 
window. ' 

Daniel O'Brien, the aceused boy's father, 
said that his son was a good, obedient boy 
at home. On September 1 he came in about 
11.30 p.m. He was crying, and witness 
thought that someone had beaten him. Per- 
spiration was streaming down his shirt. At 
first witness could not find out what had 
happened. His son at last told him that 
Gleeson (“ Betts’’) had been shot, and said: 
‘Take me to tne Guards and I will tell them 
everything.” Witness sent for the Gardai. 

Mr. J. J. O'Meara, solicitor, for O’Brien, 
said that his client, when in custody in 
Nenagh Barracks the day after the shooting, 
told him that Gleeson had threatened him. 
Witness informed the Gardai authorities. 


MORGAN’S EVIDENCE 


Thomas Morgan, the third accused youth 
on trial, said that between 2 and 3 p.m, on

the gun. When witness refused to go and 
take a bicycle Gleeson called him a cowand, 
and asked O'Brien.

Referring to the visit to the dead man’s 
house, the witness said that he saw Micbael 
Gleeson knock at the door and a man’s voice 
inside wanted to know who was there. 
Gleeson said that it didn’t matter to him 
who was there. The man was in his shirt 
and trousers when, he opened the door and 
came out. Witnels added that he heard a 
voice saying that they were some of the boys 
from the ranch playing tricks on him. 
Gleeson and O’Brien went out by the buck. 
Gleeson asked Molamphy to go with him, and 
the two went in by the front gate. One of 
aon he did not know who, knocked at the 

oor. 

" I saw,” said witness, “ the door opening. 
Dan Gleeson came out. He was followed by 
his brother Michael. The next I heard was a 
shot, and it was followed by another shot, 
and I heard Dan Gleeson give a moan. 
Gleeson and Molamphy ran away out by the 
back. When we heard the shot John O’Brien 

and Í ran up the road. We got m over a 
wooden fence and met Molamphy and 
Gleeson inside in the field. Johnny 
O'Brien asked Gleeson what was after 
happening, and Gleeson said that he had 
fired at Dan (Gleeson at close range to his 
heart. Gleeson asked us not to say any- 
thing, and he said that if anyone would be 
blamed for it it would be the 1.K.A. He also 
said he was going to see the Bishop, and tell 
him about the ‘ murder.’ ”’ 

Mr. P. J. Roe, K.U., who, with Mr. 
Devlin (instructed by Mr. J. 5. Gleeson), ap- 
peared for the witness—Where was the gun’

Witness, continuing, said that they pro- 
ceeded down through the fields and separated. 
He went home, and was in bed about ter or 
fifteen minutes when a knock came to the 
door. His father opened the door, and sub- 
sequently witness was taken out of bed and 
brought by the Superintendent am! a 
Civic Guard to the barracks. 

Mr. Roe—Were you at any time that night 
inside Gleeson’s (‘‘Betts “) premises !’— No. 

When you went out that night had you 
any idea that anybody might he shot !—! 
had not the slightest. 


A FALSE STATEMENT 


Cross-examined by Mr. Maguire, witness 
said that he had. made a fa statement 
to Superintendent O'Boyle when he sail that 
on the night the four of them left Casey's 
Cross Johnny O'Brien had told Michael 
Gleeson, jun., about a gun at Daniel 
Gleeson s. It was not true that Gleeson had 
said then that he would get that gun or 
blow Dan Gleeson’s brains out, or that he 
wanted the gun to cut off the barrel and 
make a small gun out of it.

ROAST BEEF FOR TWO - 


SOME USEFUL HINTS ON BUYING AND 


COOKING 


<6 OUSEKEEPING would be- easy if 

you hadn't to buy meat,” said a 
bride of a few weeks to me not long ago. 
“I simply dread going to the butcher's, 
because I never know what to ask for. I 
usually come away with a piece twice the 
size I want, and I seem to get more than 
my fair share of bone and fat! What 
can you buy that is suitable for two 
people ?’’ 

Certainly, the first step towards good 
cooking is good shopping, and this 1s 
especially so in the cage of meat. In the 
early days of your housekeeping I advise 
you to try out the butchers in your district, 
and, having found a good one, stick to 
cajole, or bully him, 


into selling you the joint you want, and 


Lady | not the joint he thinks you ought to have. 


The butcher is not really an ogre when 
you understand him ' 

’ Since the roast joint is the standby of 
at least the Sunday ditmer, let's consider 
what is the best way to set about buying 
it when there are just the two of you. 


THE CORRECT SIZE 


In the first place—size. A joint of 25 
to 3lb. shi ample. Sirloin and ribs 
of beef are extravagant “ buys’’ for two 
people, as a small joint of either is apt 
to cook dry. rink a lot in cooking, 
too. If you do buy them, get a ólb. piece, 
and have it boned and rolled to make a 
neat, compact joint, as a small cut of 
either is too thin to roast successfully with 
the bone left im. The boning makes 


Other s ful small joints are best 
end of neck of le or mutton. chined for 
roasting; breast of mutton, boned, stuffed 


and rolled ; breast of veal. prep red in the 
same way; epare-rib of pork ; fresh belly 
oes ag age and rolled. All these can be 


t in weights of 28 to 3ibs.—just big 
enough to serve once hot and once cold. 


- “THE GRAVY 


. Plain roasts $s served with thin gravy ; 
stuffed joints be served with thick 


gravy. Don’t seamyp the making of gravy 
—it makes such n difference to the meal, 
and judging by the weak, tasteless liquid 
and tha lumpy pasty stuff that are so 
often served, it seems to be a lost art. 

The other trimmings to serve with the 
roast are important, too, and usually there 
is a good reason behind them, They act 
as stimulants to the appetite, and as 
digestives. Don't forget the mustard with 
the roast beef (the first days of many 
brides’ married lives are peppered with 
the anguished cry of “ Where's the mu. 
tard 7”). 

Then there is the mint sauce with lamb, 
onion or minty sauce with mutton, force 
meat balls with veal, mustard sauce with 
roast pork. The trimmings should be 
served with the cold joint as well as with 
the hot. 

Topside of beef is one of the most suc- 
cessful small joints; it is a firm, solid 

iece of meat with no bones and so little 

t that the butcher usually has to tie a 

iece on to it for roasting. A. slice can 
cut from the joint for making Beef 
Olives. Then, if you roast the remainder, 
there will still be enough left to eat cold 
No man will object to one 
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with home-made 
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of fat at one side. Wipe meat well. and 
| sprinkle with pepper (not salt, as this 
extracts the juices). 

Stand on a grid in a dripping tin, and 
add four ounces of dripping, putting a 
little on top of the meat. Cover with 
another dripping tin. If you are using a 
self-basting tin there will be a cover to it. 

Put the meat in a very hot oven until it 
begins to sizzle. Turn the meat and cook 
on the other side for the same length of 


time. Now reduce the heat of the oven 
(Reculo mark 6) until the meat frizzies 
gently, and continue to cook for another 


hour. No further basting is necessary in 
the covered tin. 


THIN GRAVY 


When the meat is done, pour away all 
fat-into a basin. There will be a brown 
sediment in the bottom of the tin. Adda 
little salt and pepper to this and stir in. 

Then pour on half a pint stock or water, 
place over a gas jet, and bring to the 
boil. Add a little marmite if you prefer 
the gravy any browner. Strain into a 
gravy boat 


BEEF OLIVES 


Mix together four tablespoonsful bread- 
crumbs, a heaped tablespoonful chopped 
suet, two tablespoonsful chopped parsley, a 
teaspoonful mixed herbs and the grated 
rind of half lemon. Season with salt and 
pepper, and bind stiffly with a little milk 
or egg. 

Cut the slices taken from the topside 
into neat pieces about four inches square.

MODERN CONDITIONS 


Consider the facts. -It is just three 
hundred years since the reading of print 
became common; in that short time the 
human eye, built for daylight work in 
open spaces, has been called on to adjust 
itself not only to close-range work, but to 
work by artificial light, and its actual 
working day has been lengthened by about 
one-third. 

Now, apart from all consideration of 
such fine work as sewing, type-setting, 
delicate mechanical work, reflect on the 
fact that almost our entire educational 
system is built up on reading. One 
expert, Dr. W. D. O'Kelly, remarks: 
‘Our methods of education throw a great 
deal of strain on the eyes. It is not 
enough to provide treatment for defective 
vision. Everything must be done to pre- 


vent it.” 
COMPARISONS 


How great is the field for improvement 
in artificial lighting may be gathered from 
a comparison of varying daylight intensi- 
ties with average home lighting. 

This intensity is measured in “' foot- 
candle "’ units, one foot-candle being the 
intensity of Aluminatidn on a surface at 
right angles to and one foot away from 
a standard candle. Now, on a sunny June 
day in the open the illumination is 10,000 
f.cs., under a tree it is 1,000 f.cs., im the 
shade of a verandah it is 500 f.cs., just a 
few feet inside a window it is 200 f.cs.— 
and in the average room at night it is 5 
foot candles ! 

You would probably forbid children to 
read by candle light, even the light of 5 
candles. But.a 60 watt electric bulb, with 
the wrong kind of shade, gives just the 
same illumination. 

I have been over what I always 
considered a well-lighted house with 
an expert from the Bureau, and a brief 
account of the proceedings and results may 
encourage others to have their lighting 
tested. 

The sole instrument used was about four 
inches square, and’ registered directly on 
a dial the foot-candle intensity of illumina- 
tion through a little window on a photo 
electric cell. On the dining table, directly 
under a 60 watt bulb with a parchment 
shade, the intensity was 5 f.cs. On a desk 
the same bulb in a reading lamp, with a 
special shade (white inside and black out- 
side), gave an illumination intensity of 
125 f.cs. 


TOO FEEBLE ' 


In the first case the light was, of course, 
too feeble, and away from the table the 
room was very dark. The expert recom- 
mended either (a) lining the parchment 
shade with white silk to get reflected light, 
or (b) the use of an inverted bowl light 
set at the correct height, which would 
make the whole ceiling reflect diffused 
illumination. 

In the second case he recommended the 
use of a less powerful bulb, as the high 
intensity caused a strong localised glare, 
with the rider that a. shade open at the top 
(as this one was not) would, by reducing 
the violent contrast of light and shade, 
reduce the strain on eyesight. 

Actually the advice given combined 
economy of expenditure with increase of 
illumination.

While turning over old papers recently 
i came on a great bundle of posters that 
I had collected about fifteen years ago 
when poster-work first began to improve 
so much that Royal Academiicians were 
commissioned by such firms as the L.M.B. 
Railway to paint pictures suitable for 
advertising purposes. That was an after- 
War development, and may well have been 
influenced by the great skill shown during 
the War in propagandist eartoons, recruit- 
ing posters, and the like—many of them 
designed by artists conscripted into the 
Army. 

But when I spoke of these posters of 
mine to an artist friend, he interested me 
by telling me that the first well-known 
English poster was done by Fred Walker 
in 1871 to advertise Wilkie Collins’s 
dramatised version of “ The Woman in 
White.” That “ poster”’ is now in the 
Tate. Before him Gavarni had been the 
real originator on the Continent 

One of the greatest of the modern poster- 
artists, my friend maintained, was Aubrey 
Beardsley, with his uniform colours, flat- 
ness, oriental lack of perspective, and large 
masses giving space for the letter-press, 
Then came boldness in design with the 
Dudley Hardy school. To-day, he held, 
the most original posters are the Shell 
Petrol designs, in which - artists and 
authors combine to produce “ smart ” 
ideas.

Jane Austen on the Stage 


As might have been expected, the 
dramatisation of famous characters im 
fiction has been much more successful than 
that of real people. There are two plays 
of this kind running in London at present: 
“Jane Eyre ” and ‘‘Pride and Prejudice.”’ 
At first sight it might um“ that the 
Bronté novel would be much more suitable 
for the stage than any of Jane Austen’s 
works, and there is no doubt that “ Jane 
Eyre’’ as a play has had a very good re- 
ception. But it is really remarkable what 
an excellent comedy has been constructed 
from “ Pride and Prejudice.” It is, 
indeed, the novel itself, skilfully -dis- 
entangled from the mass of formal 
description in which the author embedded 
her shrewd and often malicious views of 
human nature. “The sétting, the costumes, 
and the acting are all worthy of this de- 
lightful little play, which should send 
many a lover of literature back to the 
original. Nobody has yet attempted to 
““debunk ” Jane Austen, although one 
modern critic has accused her of having 
““a head like a humming-bird and a heart 
like a hail-stone.”’ Nevertheless, euch was 
the art of this woman of genius that, in 
spite of their old-fashioned environment 
and conversation, when we read about her 
characters they become even more familiar 
to us than many of the people we meet 
from day to day.

Mr. Warren Storey, M.LC.E.I., presided 
at the ordinary meeting of the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers, which was held in 
Trinity College, Dublin, last evening, when 
a paper on: “The Effects of Impulse Voltages 
on Transformer Windings” (illustrated by a 
cinematograph film and a demonstration) was 
read by Mr. T. E. Allibone, D.Sc., who is 
attached to the research department of the 
Metropolitan Vickers, Manchester. 

In the course of his paper, Mr. Allibone 
said with the increase of the high voltage 
transmission systems there was an increase 
m the namber of breakdowns of transformers 
due to the lightning striking the transmission 
lines.

MADE IN DUBLIN. 
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Why Not Now ? 


According to the Press Association’s 
Lobby Correspondent negotiations between 
representatives of the British and the Free 
State Governments will be opened in the 
near future with a view to the renewal of 
the Coal-Cattle Pact. This pact soon will 
be two years in existence, and it is hoped 
on both sides of the Channel that it will 
be renewed, and even extended, again. In 
its original form it was one of the 
strangest agreements that ever were con 
cluded between two Governments. It was 
negotiated just two years ago at the height 
of the so-called economic war between Great 
Britain and the Free State. The Free 
State had imposed a duty of five shillings 
a ton on all coul imported from Great 
Britain as a reply to Britain's penal import 
duties on live-stock and produce from the 
Saorstat, and the Coal-Cattle Pact gave a 
monopoly of the Free State coal market to 
the British mines as a quid pro quo for a 
pound for pound arrangement in respect of 
British imports of Free State cattle. The 
remarkable feature of this agreement was 
the fact that the Free State Government 
retained its five shillings import duty on 
the British coal, and that the British 
Government continued to levy a penal tax 
on all the cattle which it allowed to be 
imported. Thus, the British had all the 
best of the bargain. They secured a 
monopoly of the coal market in this 
country, and were able to collect the 
unpaid land annuities in the shape of 
heavy tarifis on Irish cattle, every penny 
of which was paid by the Free State 
farmers. Last year we pact was renewed 
on rather more advantageous terms to the 
Saorstát. Mr. Sean MacEntee was per 
suaded to remove the five shillings tax on 
British coal, and after a great deal of fuss 
the British import duties were modified 
in certain respects. Nevertheless, in spite 
of this fairly comprehensive agreement 
between the two Governments, the economic 
war was not brought to an end. After 
more than four years this preposterous 
conflict goes merrily on to the detriment 
of both parties. It seems now to have been 
accepted in England as well as in Ireland 
as a normal feature of Anglo-Free State 
relations. President de Valera and his 
colleagues, continue to search for those 
elusive “ alternative markets,’’’ while the 
British Government is confronted with 
serious unemployment in those areas which 
formerly supplied the Irish market with 
manufactured goods. There never was a 
more crazy dispute ; and the tragedy of the 
whole business is that it never need have 
happened. 

Surely the time has come now when the 
economic war ought to be liquidated once 
and for all. At this stage, we should 
imagine, “honour ” ought to have been 
satisfied on both sides, and London, as 
well as Dublin, ought to be in a more 
reasonable frame of mind. The land 
annuities remain the bone of contention 
between the two countries.

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“What part of Ireland is best for a 
week's to a month's rough shooting ; what 
kind of bag can I expect, and what will it 
cost?” These queries are put frequently 
to Captain J. B. Drought, the well-known 
writer on field sports, and he answers 
‘them in the organ of the Irish Tourist 
Association. It is a fascinating picture 
that Captain Drought draws in his account 
of Ireland for the sportsman, but it is 
faithful. “ There are scores of miles of 
country in which you can get rough shoot- 
ing at no greater trouble than throwing a 
gun-case and kit-bag in the car, selecting 
a dozen different places on the map, and 
driving from one to the other—and all 
this at no greater cost than your hotel 
bills and a trifle over for largesse."” This 
is true of Ireland, but of what other 
country could the same be written? The 
sport thus described is not that which 
appeals to those who like driven birds and 
luxury. Yet it has a charm of its own in- 
comparable. The bogs have little to offer 
save snipe, wildfowl and some little 
grouse Success rests on energy and field- 
craft, and is affected by the splendid 
whims of Irish weather. This is all to the 
true sportsman’s liking. Captain Drought 
recommends for preference in winter 
shooting the districts in easy driving 
distance of the coast; for the shore shoot- 
ing is exceptionally good, and, in almost 
all places, is free. ‘‘ Waterville and Glen- 
beigh, im Kerry; the Shannon estuary, 
Ennistymon and Corofin, in Clare; Carna 
and Renvyle, in Galway; Foxford and 
Crossmolina, in Mayo; Easkey, in Sligo, 
and the Killybegs area, in County Donegal, 
are all spots at which the sportsman may 
do well.” There are hotels within a few 
miles of these happy hunting grounds 
which lease shootings of from three to 
thirty thousand acres to their visitors; 
most of them have keepers and dogs for 
hire. The interesting vagaries of Irish 
terrain make the companionship of a loca! 
expert fruitful, with a better bag than 
‘ver a shooter will get. That 
companionship, moreover, is an entertain- 
ment in itself. 


lone 


These are considerations which ought to 
make Irish folk appreciative of their 
natural heritage in a land of good sport 
not yet made brutally commercial. They 
ought to be brought more often to the 
notice of friends oversea, too few of whom 
are aware of what Ireland has to offer. 
Costs are lighter in Ireland, even as true 
sport is better, than elsewhere. In the 
West a good-sized lodge and five or six 
thousand: acres may be got for £30 a 
month ; living and service are not dear. 
A party of four friends can carry such an 
expense as a light burden, and enjoy what 
rich men in other lands hardly ean afford. 
The visitor for @ short term is catered for 
equally generously by hotel shoots, which 
are moderate in cost and improving 
steadily. towards excellence, thanks to 
decent “' keepering " and a growing care 
in preservation. Hand-reared pheasants 
cannot be offered free ; yet some hotels can 
offer the best of shooting under an inclu- 
sive tariff of 44 guineas. Captain Drought 
cites the example of hotels in remote and 
glamorous places where really good snipe- 
shooting is included in a tariff of 3 guineas. 
As to the size of the bag, that is more 
uncertain in Ireland than in countries of 
regimented game. The uncertainty, how 
ever, is a chief part of the fascination of 
the bog. A visitor to Connemara last year 
stayed three months, and killed over 300 
head to his own gun. Two years ago three 
English visitors to Gort shot 151 brace 
of snipe and just under 100 duck and teal 
in five days. “ The best record of all is 
that of the son of the proprietor of a 
Waterville hotel, who, from the beginning 
of a season until December 30th, accounted 
for 293 smipe, 25 golden plover, 23 ‘cock, 
42 ‘ various” and 3 geese.” Such battwes 


| as these will not come everybody's way; 


few deserve them. Furthermore, blank 
days are certain to befall, where birds are 
not driven.

drama in the Irish provinces still is in a 
state of coma. Failing an Irish Drama 
League, much can be done by visiting com- 
panies from Dublin, and much has been 
done by Lord Longford himself. During 
the past few months his company has been 
bringing good plays from Dublin to many 
parts of Ireland, and, when he returns to 
the capital, his views on the tour should 
be very interesting. Is there really a public 
for intelligent plays in the provinces, and 
local talent that could be developed if it 
were given the right kind of encourage- 
ment? Did the previous plan fail because 
of provincial apathy, or because it took 
too little account of the countryman’s own 
tastes in drama? “ Pionger”’ companies 
from Dublin can do much to answer such 
questions, and so to prepare the way for 
a real revival of the drama in Ireland. 


Macadam 


Yesterday was the centenary of John 
Loudon Macadam’'s death, and all the 
thousands of motorists in Great Britain 
and in this country have reason to hold his 
memory in respect. Macadam, it is true, 
is no longer one of those great men of 
whom it can be written: “ si monumentum 
requiris, circumspice.”” His name is 
almost as closely linked with road-build- 
ing as is the name of George Stephenson 
with railway trains, and he enjoys the rare 
honour of having added another word to 
the English vocabulary ; but the traces of 
his work are fast disappearing. There was 
a time when a macadamised road was the 
ne plus ultra. Nowadays, the motorist 
will not be content with anything less than 
concrete and asphalt, and “a macadamised 
road ' has come to mean very much the 
same to him as “a bad road.” Only 
“tarmac ' remains to remind him that 
the name of the great road-maker still can 
be. associated with progress, and that it 
does not stand merely for something that 
has become outmoded. Indeed, although 
Macadam'’s own roads would seem 
barbarously crude to modern eyes (not to 
speak of modern wheels), they were an 
enormous improvement on the muddy 
tracks which covered the country before 
his day. His new method of road-surfacing 
and road-repairing was the first step in a 
revolution which has not been accomplished 
yet; and the trunk roads of today have 
evolved, slowly but logically, from the 
principles of road-making which Macadam 
began to practise more than a hundred 
years ago. To him, hardly less than to 
George Stephenson, is due the recognition 
wliich must be given to every pioneer. 
While the railways were opening up. the 
country and linking together the cities and 
towns, the improved roads of Macadam 
and his successors were performing a 
similar task, though in a less obtrusive 
manner. Until the coming of the petrol 
engine their development was gradual. 
enough; but it was Macadam who made 
the development possible.

The question of the pact was dis- 
cussed when Colonel Beck visited London 
receytly, and it was found that Polish 
policy coincided with that of Britain n 
declining to take part in any such com- 
bination. 


A United Front? 


Mr. P. J. Noel-Baker, a Labour mem- 
ber, has given notice in the House of 
Commons that he will ask the Foreign 
Secretary on Monday whether he ca.: give 
any information about an agreement 
hetween the Governments of Germany, 
Italy and Japan to co-ordinate their action 
for the suppression of Communism, and 
whether he can make a statement rezard- 
ing the attitude of the Government towards 
such an agreement. 


The Imperial Conference 


The Government is making preparations 
for the Imperial Conference, which is to 
take place in London during the Corona. 
tion period next year. A great amount of 
preparatory work on the economic <ide 
favours an expectation that by next May 
the broad outlines of new trading acree- 
ments to replace those of Ottawa will be 
settled. During the past few weeks there 
have been some most useful talks in London 
with the special representatives of Anus 
tralia. Canada and South Africa, and Mr. 
Nash, the New Zealand Finance Minister, 
is now in London offering a regulated ex. 
pansion of trade between Britain and his 
country. One great point in connection 
with the acreements is that in 1951 they 
were in the nature of an experiment,, 
while the next Conference will be able to 
deal with them in the light of valuable 
experience, Imperial defence will cer- 
tainly provide a great part of the dis- 
cussion, as there is recognition by the 
Dominions that the development of inter- 
Empire trade must be based on security. 
In this connection it is understood that the 
Dominions are ready to take their part in 
maintaining the essential insurance ren- 
dered necessary. 


Free Trade 


The Executive Committee of the 
Federation of British Industries con- 
sidered at a recent meeting the princip'e 
of unconditional free entry, which 1s 
granted to the vast majority of the imports 
of manufactured goods from overseas parts 
of the Empire into the United Kingdom. 
The “ommittee decided that although 
separate bi-lateral negotiations have been 
proceeding between the United Kingdom 
and certain Dominions during recent 
months it is assumed that these are con 
cerned more with the question of detailed 
amendments to the Ottawa agreements 
rather than with the underlymg prin- 
ciples enumerated at the Ottawa Confer- 
ence. If economic discussions take place 
in connection with the Imperial Confer- 
ence, which it is understood is to be heid 
after the Coronation it is assumed that an 
opportunity will arise for considering the 
principles of the Ottawa agreements in 
their widest sense in the light of the ex-

War Debts 


It is reported in Paris that the French 
Government has decided to re-examine the 
question of the French war debts to the 
United States. This development follows 
the tabling of a draft resolution by M. 
Rene Richard, a Radical Socialist deputy, 
stating that the Chamber invites the 
Government to open up with the Govern- 
ment of the United States negotiations on 
the question of a settlement of war debts. 
It is unlikely, however, that the French 
Government will take any steps until 
President Roosevelt returns to Washington 
from his visit to South America. 


British Agriculture 


British farming interests are by no 
means satisfied with the Government's 
proposals concerning imported beef, and 
representations are being made to the new 
Minister of Agriculture for an amendment 
of the policy it is proposed to follow.

The newly-signed agreement aims at 
forming an “‘ encircling influence ’’ around 
Soviet Russia, so as to enable Japan or 
Germany to adopt a strong policy towards 
the U.S.S.R., according to the Nichi 
Nichi Shimbun. 

“Thus Japan will find herself relieved 
of the menace of the Soviet’s Far Eastern 
army, because of German pressure on the 
western border,’’ states the newspaper. 

“ Contrary to the Forei Office’s ex- 
pectation, friction is liable to increase 
considerably, and the path of Japan’s 
foreign relations will thus be beset with 
more difficulties than ever. Furthermore, 
well-informed circles believe the move will 
encourage Sino-Soviet rapprochement, while 
Japan’s endeavours to promote friendly 
relations with Great Britain and the 
U.S.A. cannot be expected to take a 
smooth course. hí 

“ But much hope lies in the fact that 
the policy of opportunism and sitting or 
the fence, which has characterised Foreign 
Office diplomacy since the abrogation of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance, has n dis- 
carded, and Japan will forge “straight 
ahead with a really constructive, autono- 
mous diplomatic policy, with a definite 
and definable object.”’

HE Norwegian Government has made 

an energetic protest to General Franco 
against the action of insurgent warships 
which held up the Norwegian steamer 
Lisken on November 15th, says an Oslo 
message. 

When the Lisken arrived at Gibraltar, 
on her way to Valencia from Dundee with 
potatoes, the captain, Olaf 
Ohlson,. reported that on November 15th 
his ship had been stopped by armed in- 
surgent trawlers, which compelled him to. 
discharge his cargo at Vigo “ by order of 
the weg Government,”’ 
The Lisken, he stated, was stopped 
between Cape Villano and Cape Finisterre, 
North-West Spain, and he was compelled 
to alter his course and proceed to Vigo. 
Here the entire cargo was confiscated, and 
the vessel was then allowed to proceed to 
Gibraltar.

A Government big-scale attack in the 
Aranjuez sector, with the object of corner- 
ing the insurgents on the left bank of the 
Tagus and attacking the right flank of the 
army besieging Madrid, has met with 
success, according to claims made here by 
the Government. 

The villages of Polan and Saint-Martin- 
de-Montalban, it is stated, have been 
captured. 

Government forces from Polan intend to 
launch an attack on Toledo, which is a 
few miles distant, and the Government 
troops at Saint-Martin-de-Montalban have 
as their principal objective Talavera de la 
Reina. 

This offensive has been a little delayed, 
as the headquarters: staff wished to be 
certain that ali reinforcements and pre- 
parations were ready in order to avoid a 
reverse. 

The news oí the successes has helped 
considerably to raise the moral of the 
defenders of Madrid, who are also count- 
ing on the Basque offensive on the Biscay 
front to draw the insurgent energies away 
from Madrid. | 

A communiqué issued by the Ministry of 
War at 9.30 to-night stated that on the 
Madrid front and in the Tagus sector the 
Government troops bombarded insurgent 
concentrations. The imsurgents, it was 
added, exerted slight pressure on the 
Government troops in the Talavera zone.

EGOTIATIONS between the British 

Government and the Irish Free State 
regarding the coal-cattle pact agreement, 
the present guota under which expires at 
the end of mber, will be re-opened 
shortly. The agreement provides for an 
amount of British coal to be exported to 
the Free State in return for a fixed number 
of cattle to be exported to Britain from 
the Free State. 

Various pesrnartty in connection with 
the renewal for the third year of the pact 
have been (says our Political Correspon- 
dent) in progress for several weeks past. 
Representatives of the Free State Depart- 
ments concerned have been in London 
more than once, and Mr. J. W. Dulanty, 
the High Commissioner in London, has 
been active in the matter, and has paid 
several visits to Dublin. 


HIGH HOPES 


‘Tt is no secret that expectations are 
high, and that a vastly improved ct, 
with conditions much more favourable to 
the Free State, is being looked for. Just 
how far these expectations will be realised 
is another matter. 

One hope is that there will be a sub- 
stantial reduction of the penal duties on 
cattle, with, perhaps, concessions in regard 
to quotas. 

It is recalled that the pact at present in 
operation was a considerable improvement 
on the previous one. In view of the better 
feeling existing at the moment on both 
sides of the Irish Sea, many people ‘are 
of opinion that, instead of a renewal of 
a pact limited only to coal and cattle, the 
time is ripe for a much wider and more 
comprehensive trade agreement with Great 
Britain. 


DEBATE ON SPAIN

Later a man named James Tierney was 
remanded on the capital charge. 

Viekers’s body was found in a field a 
hundred yards away from the road, about 
two miles from Carrigaline, by some farm 
labourers yesterday morning. When the 
police were called certain circumstances 
appeared to demand detailed investigation. 


THE ARREST 

Last night the description of a man 
wanted in connection with the discovery 
was sent out all over Munster to the Civic 
Guard stations, and at 11 o’clock last night 
James Tierney was detained when about 
to enter a lodging-house in Limerick. 
Meanwhile the investigation proceeded 
at Carrigaline, under the direction of Chief 
Superintendent Hannigan, It was learned 
that Vickers left home as usual on Tues 
day, and was last seen alive by some taxi- 
drivers on the cab rank in Patrick street, 
Cork: about 7 o'clock that night, when he 
left with a fare. He was a married man 
with no children, and he and his wife were 
very popular with their neighbours. 


POLICE -INVESTIGATIONS 

It is believed that his body was brought 
to the spot where it was discovered by car. 
His own taxi-cab was found abandoned at 
Douglas. The body, it is thought, was 
carried across the fields. The head was 
lying on a stone, a trickle of blood came 
from the ear, and the face was ted and 
apparently swollen. These were the only 
marks of violence apparent, but the dis- 
arrangement of the collar and the tightly- 
knotted tie suggested a possibility of 
strangulation. 

Police headquarters in Dublin were com- 
municated with, and this morning official 
photographers took pictures of the body, 
which had been allowed to remain covered 
by a sheet in the field all night.

£450,000,000 IN NINE

From. January 1 to September 30 this 
year $2,281,650,000 worth (£456,331,800) 
of foreign funds entered the United States. 
This fact is revealed by the United

Detective-Sergeant Moore, Civic Guards, 
stated that on the 15th October the five defen- 
dants called at Union quay and made volun- 
tary statements.

The statement of the defendant, Finbarr

interviews in which Barry sought to pre- 
vail on Kenny to attend Confraternity meet- 
ings and Mass, and said that Kenny pro- 
mised to do so, put later it was learned 
he had been attending Baptist services. 
Kenny, he stated, then told him that he 
rot a job in the cé Shipping Company 
on condition that he should attend the 
Baptist meetings. 
he statement proceeded to say that Barry 
had arranged for Kenny to get assistance 
from a charitable organisation, 
arranged for jobs for him, but Kenny did 
not turn up te those jobs. Barry had 
received several complaints that Kenny was 
ypenly boasting that because of his connec- 
tion with the Baptists his children were 
well cared for. Barry had difficulty án 
restraining the feelings of the neighbours. 
Then he feared that Kenny had broken up 
religious pictures in his his home, and that, 
in particular, infuriated the neighbours. 
“ As a consequence,” proceeded the state- 
ment, “I decided to take over the chastise- 
ment of Kenny myself, and on 12th October 
I met Joseph O'Halloran, John O'Flynn, 
John Dineen and John Cahill, and decided 
to pay Kenny a visit at his house.” 
Continuing, the statement described how 
Kenny was taken away in a car and brought 
to a lonely spot, “We told him we were 
going to beat him and afterwards hang 
him." 
The statemerit. described how Kenny was 
beaten with two strops, being given }.alf-a- 
dozen strokes of ea-h:. Barry then told him 
that he was a murdere® of his children’s 
souls, and they would, therefore, hang “him.

The joint statement of the other four 
defendants was to the effect that they agreed 
that Barry's. statement was a true and accu- 
rate account. 

That concluded the evidence, and all five 
accused men were returned for trial to the 
Circuit Court in January, each on personal 
bail of £50 with two sureties of £25.

I trust, he 
added, that the Government will lose no pos- 
sible opportunity of trying to impress on both 
sides the necessity of conducting this struggle 
in a more humane and less barbarous manner, 
if whichever side wins is to retain the ” 
will not only of this country, but the 
civilised world.

LORD PLYMOUTH’S REPLY 


The Earl. of Plymouth (Under-Secretary, 
Foreign Office) characterised Lord Faring- 
don’s speech as “deplorable, and not calcu- 
lated to help us in steering a safe course 
through the very troubled waters of Spain.” 
He had accused the Government of having no 
policy. Any reasonable person who had 
followed the course of events would deny this. 
The Government believed that the voller of 
non-intervention had not only been successful 
in preventing arms and war material from 
going to Spain, but that it had prevented, and 
could still prevent, the enlargement of the 
conflict beyond Spanish borders, I should 
like to add, he went on, that, contrary to 
certain rumours which we have heard, the 
French Government have stated during the 
last few days that they intend to continue 
the non-intervention icy. There was no 
evidence that the Italian and German reecog- 
nition of General Franco implied that these 
two countries would abandon non-interven- 
tion. Our Ambassadors in Berlin and Rome 
had reseived such assurancés, “The Govern- 
ment,” he added, “intend to pursue the 
policy of non-intervention to its very limit.” 


The . present position, he said, is 
that the. Government: have not re 
cognised General. Franco; but, on the 


other hand, they are maintaining unofficial 
contacts with him, in so far as this is neces- 
sary, for the proper protection of British in- 
terests. in those portions of Spain which he 


controls. 


EXTREMISTS TO BE 
OUTLAWED 


CHILEAN BILL FOLLOWS 
NAZI ARRESTS

SANTIAGO, Thursday, 

The Chilean Government has rushed 
through a special session of Congress a 
bill enabling it to suppress extremist and 
uniformed political parties, following the 
arrest of the Chile Nazi leader, Gonzalez 
voh Marees, and 97 other prominent 
Nazis. 
The artests arid the introduction of the 
draft legislation, which bears a _ close 
resemblance to the British Public Order 
Bill, followed an armed braw! between the 
Nazis and the Popular Front 
The Nazis collided with the Left Party 
on the Rancagau railway platform when 
returning from a rally im the southern 
city of Chillan. Seven persons, including 
two children, were wounded in the hail of 
bullets which swept across the platform. 
The next day police raided the Nazi 
newspaper Work, published at the printing 
offices of the local German ‘daily, and its 
publication was suspended. 
The Government bill expressly outlaws 
all forces not provided for in the Constitu- 
tion, and gives the Chilean Home Office 
great control over political demonstrations 
in public places.
